AUTHOR ASSATILS THE POLICY 


Deeries Acceptance by Cliureh of All: 


‘** Predatory Wealth.’’ 
Seattle, Wash., Sept. 
American board of foreign. missions by ‘a 
vote of 46 to 10 today decided to table all 
resolutions on the question of “tainted 
money.” The action is considered a defeat 
for Dr. Washington. Gladden, who has ted 
the campaign in opposition to. accepting the 
Rockefeller gift of $100,000 and similar con- 
tributions, which he Styles “ predatory 
wealth,” 
The vote was not taker until the question 


had been thrashed’ @ut in all its phases and , 


the- leading Congregationalists of America 
had voiced their segtiments on the subject. 

The issue was precipitated by Dr. Gladden, 
who.introduced the folowing resolution: 

Resolved, That the, officers of this society shouid 
neitber solicit nor invite donations to its funds from 
persons whose gains dre generally bélieved to have 
been made by methods morally reprehensible and 
socially ‘injurious, 

David Fales, of Illinois, immediately offered 


a sub-resolution  calculated.to uphold the 
prudential committee in its attitude on the 
subject of such gifts, and both were referred 
to a special comniittee inefuding Dr, Gladden 
and Mr. Fales. Two peports weer sigbmit- 
ted, one from the majority, signed by five 
members, “and the other a ‘minority réport 
containing, the signature Of Dr. Gladden and 
Dr. Moxom, 
Gladden’s Action Follows Appeal. 

Dr. Gladden entéred tke auditorium while 
Secretary C.H. Patton was reading the appea! 
of the prudential committee for more money, 
arguing in favor of acceptance of the Rocke- 
feller gift. . Seeing Dr. Gladden, 
Capen interrupted Mr. Patton and recog- 
nized the vetierable modé¢rator. Dr. Gladden 
then arose tn the body of the church and read 
his résolution. Without wafting for a motion, 
President  Capen,ordered the resolution re- 
ferred to the business conimittee. 

After some committee reports had been sub- 
mitted and othet business transacted the 
Gladden resofution was taken up. 

Dr. Gladden, who is credited with inaugu- 
rating. the phrase * tafnted. money," ex- 
plained his views at length tn an address en- 
titled “Shall Ill Gotten Gains Be Sought 
for Christian Purposes?’"’ He said he could 
not ‘indorse the reyenue policy of the pru- 
dential committee in accepting offerings from 
any and all sources,

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ENGINEER DIES AT HIS POST: 
TRAIN SPEEDS ON IN NIGHT. 


Stiffened Hand Keeps Erie’s Fast Exx- 
press Up to Maximum Speed Limit 
for Several Miles. 


Port Jervis, N. Y¥., Sept. 15.—[Special. |— 
Engineer Merritt Turner of Port Jervis was 
found dead at his post with his hand at the 
throttle of hie ehgine, ‘which was drawing 
the Erie’s fast Pacific express LBroune the 
darkness early this morning with a Waip- 
load of sleeping passengers. Disastér was 
averted by Fireman Sidney Lamb and tihe 
conductor of the train. 

When Engineer Turner stepped on his en- 
gine, which, left Port Jervis on schedule time 
at 12:28, he apparently was as well as usudil. 

In approaching Hale's Eddy, sixty ~eight 
miles west of here, he sounded the whistie, 
but he must have expired shortly afterwards. 

At Deposit, five miles west of Hale’s Eddy, 
is the beginning of a heavy grade, In near- 
ing that station it is the custom for engineers 
to whistle for a helper. Fireman Lamb ahd 
the crew noticed that the engineer falled to 
sot_nd the whistle and that instead of slowing 
down, the train was going at full speed, fifty 

miles an hour. 

The engine is a double decker, which dors 
not permit the fireman and engineer to a 
in sight of each other. 

Fireman Lamb went to the little door thiat 
opens into the engineer's eab and was horri- 
fied to discover that Engineer Turner's head 
had fallen forward, moving with the motion 
of tHe engine, and that he had partly fallen 
thom his seat, his hand still grasping the 
throttle. lamb found the door fastened, bit 
he effected an entrance by breaking the glass, 
and, hastening to the throttle, attempted io 
bring the train to a standstill. -

Fowler Champions Head of Oil Concern

BERLIN, Sept. 15.—Aeccording to the Ber- 

liner Tageblatt, an attorney representing 
two families, named. Kosciusko, living at 
Gressen, intends to bring a claim against the 
United States government for compensation 
to the amount of 4,200,000,000 marks ($1,050,- 
000,000). 

The Kosciuskos assert they are descend- 
ants of the Polish national hero, Kosciusko, 
who also played a part in the American war 
of independence. In recognition of his serv- 
ices during that campaign the American gov- 
ermment presented Kosciusko with a plat 
of tand, om which Chicago is built at the 
present day. 

This grant, it is stated, was made in the 
form of an official document, which came into 
the possession of the present claimants a 
short time ago as a bequest. 

A lawyer has been instructed to present the 
claim to the United States government at an 
early period. 


CUTS DUTY ON AMERICAN GOODS 


Czar’s Ukase Abolishing Retaliatory 
Duties Goes Into Immediate Ef- 
fect at All Ports. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 15.—The imperial! 
ukase abolishing the retaliatory duties on 
American imports was gazetted today and 
was placed in immediate effect at all the cus- 
toms houses by telegraphic orders from the 
ministry of finance, The ukase is as fololws: 

* Acting on the recommendation of the min- 
ister of finance, Sept. 7, the emperor has de- 
creed: 

“ First—To revoke the order placing a high- 
er. duty on certain goods of United States 
origin which are included under sections.82, 
150, 151, 152, 158, 161, 167B, and 173C of the 
general customs tariffs for European trade, 
and to revoke also the necessity for showing 
a declaration of origin of manufacture. 

’" Second—This order shall be published in 
the index of laws and telegraphic instructions 
shall be given to all customs coe voxtang to put it 
into effect at once.’ 

The imports affected by the foregoing sec- 
tions include resins, tars, finished and un- 
finished cast iron, wrought iron, and steel, 
and manufactures thereof, such as boilers, 
tools, sewing machines, agricultural imple- 
ments, traction enginés, and gas and water 
meters. These are’now importable under the 
general European tariff, and after Jan. 1 
under the schedules of the new Russo-Ger- 
man commercial treaty.

TURBINE ENGINES. 

The application of steam turbine engines 
to vessel construction thus far has met with 
the greatest favor in England. Germany | 
has made objections to them both for its 
merchant and naval marine, and this coun- 


signified any intention to adopt them, In- 
deed, it was stated recently that they are 
regarded In Washington with less favor 
than they were at first. 

The British naval officials ind shipbuild- 
ers, however, hare such faith in them that 
ue are equipping most of their new vessels 
with them. There are already twenty or 


‘thirty of them in use in the British commer- 


cial marine, and they aré in use in many of 
the torpedo boat destroyers. The admiralty 
has recently decided to introduce them in 
two of their largest battleships and five sea- 
going destroyers, and the Cunard company 
will put them into three of its vessels. It is 
expected that these three vessels will de-

‘It is a great pity that the eminent French 
Statesnian, popularly knowh as the ' White 
' Mouse ''—of course I mean M. de Freycinet— 
should have walted for more than twenty 
years to divest himeelf of the responsibility 
for permitting England to secure exclusive 
control of Egypt at the time of the Arabi re- 
beilion and the bombardment of Alexandrta. 
During the greater portion of the nineteenth 
century French influence prédominated in 
the land of the Nile. It surpassed that of 
ail other powers during the reign of old 
Mehemet Ali, many of whose principal min- 
isters and generals were former French sol- 
diers who had sought service under him after 
the downfall of Napoleon. The construction 
by M. de Lesseps of the Suez canal strength- 
ened the hold of France in) Egypt, and al- 
though England had forced herself’ upon the 
scene and had insisted upon’a condominium 
after having brought about thé deposition of 
Khedive Ismail in 1879, yet France still 
looked upon herself as the senior partner in 
the arrangement and monopolized by far the 
largest number of offices. 

' —- 

Then came the Arabi rebellion, whi¢h had 
for its object the expulsion ofall foreigners 
from Egypt and the repudiation of her for- 
€ign debt. England‘invited France to join 

er in the work of aiuppressing the insurrec- 

jon. France after spme hesitation declined. 

England thereupon updertook the task alone, 
accomplished it, and has rémained in con- 
trol of Egypt ever since. 

M, de Freycinet was French minister of 
foreign affairs at the time, and as it fell to 
his lot to reject the invitation of England to 
join her in the work of suppressing the Arabi 
rebellion, he has always been held responsible 
by the vast majority of os own countrymen 
and also abroad for having by thfs refusal 
sacrificed all France's political interésts and 
predominance in the land of the.Nile.

Inthe work entitled: ‘“‘Thé Egyptian Ques- 
tion,’’ which the aged statesman has just 
published, he, however, recalls to mitid the 
entirely forgotten fact tnat df as minister 
of foreign affairs he declined Hngiand’s in- 
vitation. to join in the vampa which cul- 
minated in the battle of Tel-eleKebr and in 
the surrender of Alexandria ana Cairo, it 
Was because the question after ‘due discus- 
sion in the chamber of deputies was rejected 
by an_ overwhelming majority in spite of his 
protests.

It may be added that the action on that oc- 
casion of the.French chamber was attribut- 
able in a large measure to the fear of com- 
plications with Germany. Thé alliance with 
Russia had not then been negotiated. France, 
not yet recovered from her disastrous de- 
feats of 1870, stood alone in Europe, face to 
face with Biamarck, who had only béen pre- 
vented by the Intervention of the great pow- 
ers, especially of Russia and of Great Byit- 
ain, in 1875 from again plunging Germany 
into a war with France.

“In 
America,” he said, “ it is the publisher who 
counts socially and the author is ignored, 
Over here,”” he added, *“* the publisher is not 
in society, the author is. Authorhip here is 
a profession, if you Mike, publishing a trade; 
and trade is not popular with the British 
aristocracy.’’ This is the’ reason that Mr. 
Harte gave. There may have been others. 
That I do not know; but I do know that he 
was much beloved in England. 

Mr. Clement Shorter, in his literary letter 
in the London Sphere, of which he is the 
editor, says tnat Mr. Boynton, when he 
states that Mr. Harte had “‘ Hebrew blood in 
his veins,’’ should have known that he “ was
